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Continuation of 7 and 1 1 . Applicant's amendment does not place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection is 
maintained for reasons of record and for reasons set forth below. 

While the Applicant's specification has evidence for the reduction of oxygent tension post vitrectomy, the specification lacks any evidence 
for the effect of vitreous replacement with low oxygen content solutions for protecting against cataract. The specification does not 
establish that the use of high oxygen levels in vitreous replacement solutions postoperatively leads to cataract unequivocally. Moreover, 
the Applicant's specification defines "protection" as "prevention" but fails to provide even a single example for the prevention of cataract at 
all times. At best, the specification only provides speculation on the protection from cataract by the instantly claimed method. 
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
